Washington, February 19.—(?)— 
First offenders along with hardened 
violators of the prohibition law would 
be liable to a maximum penalty of 
a fine of $10,000 or five years in 
prison or both under a bill passed by 
the senate today and sent to the 
house. 

By a vote of 65 to 18 the senate 
approved the measure introduced by 
Senator Jones, republican, Washing- 
ten, after several days of debate cele- 
brated by a clash of views between 
Borah, of Idaho, and Reed, of Mis- 
souri, on the dry question. 

“The proposal to increase the max- 
imum penalty in such a way as to 
make them applicable first offend- 
ers was attacked by many senators 
as too drastic but the majority of 
the senate decided such a step neces- 
sary to help enforce the prohibition 
law more effectively. 

In raising the penalty so as to in- 
clude first offenders, the senate soft- 
ened the blow by approving a _ pro- 
vision in the bill which declares it to 
be the sense of the senate that judges, 
when imposing sentences “should dis- 
criminate between casual or slight vio- 
lations and habitual sales of intoxi- 
cating liquor or attempts to commer- 
cialize violations of the prohibition 
law.” 


Before the bill passed Senator 


Bingham, republican, Connecticut, 
proposed to exempt first offenders 
from the imposition of the maximum 
penalties but the :enate voted him 
down, 51 to 31. 


Parties Split. 


On the final ballot 36 republicans 
joined with 20 democrats in support 
of the measure, while five republicans 
and 13 democrats were registered 
against it. Among those voting for 
the bill was Senator Borah, who in a 
speech yesterday demande stricter 
law enforcement. Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, who had directed a scath- 
ing attack upon~ prohibition, voted 
against the measure. 

The bill did not. affect minimum 
pe eae already incorporated in the 
‘olstead act. . Under the présent law 
the maximum penalty is a fine of 
$1,000 or six months’ imprisonment, 
or both for first offenses, and $2,- 
000 fine with five years’ imprison- 
ment for subsequent offenses. The 
minimum sentence a judge may at 
present impose is none at all for first | 
offenders and a fine of $200, with 
imprisonment of one month for sec- | 
ond or subsequent offenders.

BALTIMORE-Oni0 
SEEKS APPROVAL 
UF GIANT MERGER 


13,814-Mile Trunk Line 
To Include 15 Roads 
Valued at Two Billions 
Is Object. 


Washington, February 19.—()— 
Long-discussed plans of eastern rail- 
road interests for eonsolidating vir- 
tually all the rail mileage in the north- 
eastern quarter of the United States 
into four giant systems emerged con- 
cretely today into public view. 

The Baltimore & Ohio railroad for- 
mally asked the commission to ap- 
prove steps which it may take to 
expand its present system by the ac- 
quisition of a half score of other trunk 
lines. It requested permission to pur- 
chase the Buffalo, Rochester & Pitts- 
burgh, the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton, 
the Chicago, Indianapolis & Louis- 
ville, the Wabash, the Ann Arbor, and 
the Buffalo Susquehanna railroads. 

In addition it asked permission to 
complete acquisition of the Western 
Maryland, the Reading, the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, and the Le- 
high & Hudson river, some of which 
it now owns in whole or in part. 
With the completion of the purchasing 
program outlined, the petition said, 
the Baltimore & Ohio would come into 
existence as a corporation operating 
13,814 miles of trunk line railroad 
with a capital investment of $2,192,- 
000,000. 


The commission also was requested ; 


to approve the acquisition by the en- 
larged Baltimore & Ohio of a quarter 
interest in four additional railroads, 
the Lehigh & New England, the Mon- 
tour railroad, the Pittsburgh & West 
Virginia, the Pittsburgh, Chartiers & 
Youghiogheny, and a half interest in 
the Detroit & Toledo Shore Line rail- 
road. 

. No Specific Proposal. 

No specific proposals were advanc- 
ed for terms and conditions of ac- 
quiring the ownership described but 


it was said that the railroad believed 
that it could accomplish the purchases 
contemplated if the commission ap- 


proved. 

The enlarged Baltimore & Ohio sys- 
tem projected would be strong enough. 
it was said, to compete on equal terms 
with the New York Central, the Penn- 
sylvania, and the Van Sweringen 
group of railroads, headed by the 
Chesapeake & Ohio. 

It was declared that the Van Swer- 
ingen group was preparing a merger 
project and that the whole program 
would shortly be laid before the com- 


mission.

The defense witnesses, L. O. Gray. 
grocery clerk; W. A. Zeigler, mill 
owner, and H. D. Hunt, a merchant, 
all testified that Brandon was in 
Woodcliffe, a place about 150 miles 
north of the scene of the crime, the 
day and night Byrd was slain. 

The state offered four witnesses 
before it rested with the announce- 
ment that rebuttal tesgjmony would 
be offered. [| 

The trial moved smosthly forward 
today, a jury being obtained before 
noon and the state plunged into its 
ease. calling Odell Wiley, negro hand 
on the Byrd place, as its first wit- 


hess, 
The negro testified that on the 
night of August 25, 1928, Brandon, 


Levy Smith and Lawton Dixon. who, 


‘together with Mrs. Agnes Byrd, the 


widow, and Dan Tyre, were jointly 
indicted for murder in connection with 
the death of the woman’s husband, 
came to his house and told him they 
had some whisky for him. 

Wiley testified that he accompanied 
the trio to the Byrd home, where un- 
der threat of death he was forced to 
hitch up a wagon. While he was 


' thus employed, the negro said, Brandon 


went to the Byrd woodpile where he 
picked up an ax and disappeared in 
the direction of the front of the Byrd 
home, where the farmer slept on the 
front porch. 

A few moments after Brandon left. 
Wiley said, he heard a blow struck 
and a groan and a few minutes later 
he was made to assist in carrying a 
sheet-swathed bundle, which he be- 
lieved to be Byrd's body to the wagon 
With the bundle, loaded, Wiley said 
Brandon, Tyre and Dixon drove away. 

About two hours later he testified 
he heard the wagon returning and 
went to the road. where the wagon 
was stopped and he was called over 
and given $10. 

Under questioning by Solicitor A. 
B. Spence Wiley said that Mrs. Byrd 
had offered from $10 on two occa- 
sions to kill her husband, but that he 
had refused. 

Under cross-examination, Wiley ad- 
mitted visiting friends early the night 
of the slaying, and in reply to wheth- 
er h® was sure some of those boys 
had not killed the farmer, said he was 
certain they did not.

HUNDREDS INJURED 
AS SUBWAY BLAZE 
PRECIPITATES PANIC 


HUDSON TUBE LINE 
SEVEN-CAR TRAIN 
IN PANDEMONIUM 


Thousand Passengers 
Aboard as Acid Smoke 
Fills Tunnel and Lights 
Are Cut Off. 


STAMPEDE CAUSES 
SCORES OF INJURIES 


200 Overcome by Fumes 

When Short Circuit 
Starts Fire in Storage 
Batteries. 


New York, February 19.—(?)— 
Fifty persons were injured, four men 
and two women seriously, and 200 
passengers were affected by smoke and 
fumes tonight when fire broke out 
in the first car of a New Jersey-bound 
seven-car Hudson tube train, 1,000 
feet west of the Christopher street 
station, in Manhattan. 

The fire was discovered and train 
halted about 1,000 feet from the, 
Christopher street station. Police ree 
serves and fire apparatus were called 


and the injured remoy from the 
smoke filled train. | 


Passengers in Panic. 


Police said there were approxi- 
mately 1,000 persons on the train. 

Panic-stricken passengers trampled 
one another in attempting to get off 
the stalled and smoke-filled train. 
Most of them reached Christopher 
Street station through another train 
that was joined to the rear of the 
stalled train. 

The train that caught fire was a 
local, bound for Journal square, Jer- 
; homeward. - commuters, 
_A short circuit inthe motor of the 
first car caused the fire and smoke 
from burning acid fumes from the 
storage batteries of the train. The 
lights went out when the short cir- 
cuit occurred and illumination was 
furnished by two small emergency 

bulbs at each end of the cars. 


Bruised and Bleeding. 


When the passengers reached the 
street their faces were blackened from 
the smoke and many were bruised 
and bleeding from being trampled and 
struck. Passengers said the air was 
stifling in the first three cars and that 
many received cuts in breaking win- 
dows to permit the smoke and gases 
to escape. 

Emergency stations were set up by 
police in stores and the least serious- 
ly injured were treated there. 

large crowd was attracted and 
police established lines. 

Power was turned off in the tubes 
when word of the fire was received 
and several other trains were stalled. 

Harry Van Zandt, of Jersey City, 
N. J., motorman of the train which 
caught fire, was taken to St. Vir®ent’s 
hospital in what police described as a 
serious condition.

UN MANLEY CASE SOON 


With Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin out of the city on a week's 
vacation, indications Tuesday were 


that a conference between him 
Clint W. Hager, federal district ar- 
torney, relative to the case of W. D. 
Manley, former president of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust company. will be held some 
time next week. Manley’s conviction 
in superior court under the fraudu- 
lent bank insolvency act was set 
aside Monday by the United States 
supreme court, which declared the 
bank act unconstitutional. 

Receipt of the remittitur by supe- 
rior court is scheduled for some day 
within the next menth and a half. 
It is the custom of the higher court 
to hold the matter in abeyance for 
30 days after handing down a decision 
and then a mandate is dispatched to 
the state supreme court, which the 
higher court reversed in the Manley 
ease. The state supreme court then 
makes the United States’s decision 
the judgment of that court, and sends 
down a remittitur to superior court, 
when the trial judge will make the 
highest court’s decision the judgment 
of his court. 

Plan for Trial. 

Meanwhile, it is expected that steps 
will be taken by state or federal pros- 
ecuting officers to bring Manley to 
trial in either Fulton superior court 
or United States district court, on a 
larceny after trust, embezzlement, 
false advertisement that deposits were 
insured, receiving deposits when he 
knew the bank was insolvent, or over- 
drawing his account indictment. in 
county court, or a mail fraud indict- 
ment in federal court. 

Manley’s condition of health having 
been pronounced by relatives as bar- 
ring his attendance in court, it is 
likely that another’ fight over the 
health issue will go on the calendar.

Norman Never Convicted. 

In reporting that other men than 
Manley had been convicted and that 
some were serving time in Georgia 
under the act of the supreme court 
held unconstitutio...1, The Constitu- 
tion Tuesday morning inadvertently 
listed T. J. Norman, former secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Colonial Trust 
company. This was incorrect, as Nor- 
man’s trial in superior court result- 
ed in a mistrial being declared, and 
he is now at liberty under bond await- 
ing another hearing of his case. 

In view of the high court's deci- 
sion, it was said that Norman will 
be tried on a charge other than that 
of fraudulent bank insolvency when 
he is placed back on trial, Norman 
and J. S. Slicer, president of the Co- 
lonial Trust company, were indicted 
jointly on other charges in the fall 
of the bank. 

In holding the Georgia fraudulent 
bank insolvency statute unconstitu- 
tional, the United States supreme 
court pointed out that. the act was 
arbitrary in its presumption of fraud 
and denied a fair opportunity to pre- 
sent a defense. The high court held 
that the presumption deprived Man- 


ley of his constitutional rights.

Will the enormous industry of 
American steam railroads, the 
most efficient transportation 
system in the history of the 
world, survive the continuing ef- 
fects of unfair competition, rate 
reductions, and other influences 
which are constantly undermin- 
ing their earning capacity and 
tending seriously to impair their 
public service? 

This is the great problem which 
concerns not only the manage- 
ments of the railroads, but, be- 
cause of their tremendous value 
in our economic progress, vital- 
ly interests every man, woman, 
and child in this country. 


The inroads on railroad reve- 
nues being made by competing 
forms of transportation, which 
ate not subjected to the same 
character of regulation as the 
railroads and are not required 
to share proportionately in the 
public burden; the constant rise 
in the level of wages and in other 
operating costs; the increasing 
assessments for railroad taxea, 
which in 1928-were higher rela- 
tively than in any previous peri- 
od; the gradual tendency down- 
ward of rates which, measured 
by the ton-mile revenue, have de- 
clined over 15 per cent since 1921 
—through the constant whit- 
tling away of the rate structure— 
these are some of the prominent 
causes which are decreasing the 
income of the railroads and pre- 
venting them from earning the 
fair return to which they are 
legally entitled under the Trans- 
portation Act. 


Unless, through the force of 
sound public sentiment, a halt 
is made in encroachments of 
these kinds, it is feared that be- 
fore long the American railroads 
will face one of the greatest 
crises in their history.

Miami Beach, Fla., February 19.— 
(?)—The battle of the arbiters ended 
tonight when Lou Magnolia, popular 
New York official, was named to ref- 
eree the battle between Jack Sharkey 
and Young Stribling at Flamingo park 
here a week from Wednesday night. 

Announcement of the decision to 
switch from Johnny Brassill, Boston 
referee who was named for the post 
by the Massachusetts state athletic 
commission in reputed accordance with 
was 
made by Jack Dempsey, promoter of 
the fray, after a heated conference 
with the principals tonight. Decision 
to change the third man in the ring 
followed an earlier statement of 
Dempsey today that Brassill and no 
other would handle the fisticuffers in 
the struggle of the Everglades. 

Choice Is Shock. 

The announcement came as a shock 
to the fistic fraternity but was wel- 
comed with relief news that the dis- 
turbing question finally had been set- 
tled. During the meeting it appeared 
at times that no agreement of any 
kind was possible, and fisticuffs be- 
tween managers, and outrageous vio- 
lation of the ethics of the profession 
threatened at times. Pa Stribling de- 
clared in open meeting that Brassil 
was a personal friend of Johnny Buck- 
ley, Sharkey’s manager, and when 
Buckley protested violently knuckles 
were brandished at short range. 

There was no damage to anything 
but feelings. 

Magnolia’s name was among the 
list of referees suggested to both Shar- 
key and Stribling several days ago 
but at that time he was not accept- 
able to either. He has acted as official 
in many of Sharkey’s New York bouts 
and refereed Stribling’s matches in 
New York with Johnny Squires and 
Tommy Loughran. awarding one de- 
cision to the latter. Magnolia is con- 
sidered one of the finest arbiters in 
the east. 

Variance Explained. 

Dempsey explained the variance in 
the statements today by saying that 
the time limit for the managers to set- 
tle upon the official does not expire 
until tomorrow and that all parties 
were well within the various acree- 
ments in naming Magnolia even after 
the option of the Massachusetts board. 
Pa Stribling took the attitude that the 
commission had exceeded the request 
made “for the names of two capable 
referees,” in choosing Brassil outright 
with Sheehan for the alternate. 

Dempsey’s misleading statement 
during the afternoon said that Strib- 
ling must abide by the terms of his 
contract, which he said permitted the 
Massachusetts board to name the third 
man in the ring, in event that the 
principals were unable to agree. The 
situation was further complicated 
when TDaul Norton, secretary of the 
Massachusetts board, informed Shar- 
key, Stribling and Dempsey during 
the day that Brassil was the official 
nominee and Sheehan the alternate.

A bystander wishes to know why it 
is that all good long distance runners 
come from colder climates. “Figure 
it out,” he writes. “Nurmi, Rittola, 
Stenroos, Conger, Lermon, Ray, Purje 
and others lived a long way from the 
farmer suns. The colder climate must 
be better for condition, something 
football has also proved.” There was 
a pretty fair long distance runner 
from Italy known as Dorando. There 
als. was a pretty fair runner named 
Oufai, or something to that effect, 
who did most of his training over the 


desert sands where they have few 
light frosts. A song hit once referred 
to the sands of the desert getting cold, 
but this miracle hasn’t transpired yet. 
As for football and the colder climates, 
how many football teams last fall 
turned out higher class work or play 
than Southern California and Georgia 
Tech? It takes tremendous ambition 
and a great sturdiness of soul for 
any one to adopt long distance run- 
ning in tropical zones. It isn’t nat- 
ural. ‘The inclination to walk 400 
yards has to be developed, much less 
the idea of dashing four or five miles. 
Nurmi, from Finland, no tropical re- 
sort, won the 10,000 meter race in 
Paris, 1924, with the thermometer 
registering 101. He wasn’t able to 
run as fast ten days ago in New York 
for the simple reason that five years 
demand a certain tax or toll. Climate 
ha: a lot to do with condition as 
long as one can keep out doors. The 
big point is that one will keep out 
doors more frequently in pleasant 
weather than unpleasant weather. All 
heavyweight champions haven’t come 
from colder zones. Jim Jeffries and 
Jim Corbett came from California. 
Jack Johnson came from Texas. Strib- 
ling, from Georgia, says he intends to 
remove Sharkey, of Boston, from the 
heavyweight plateau. Which is yet 
to be decided. At least here is an- 
other test of colder and warmer cli- 
mates when it comes to the matter 
of producing a winner. 
A Puzgilistic Ranking. 

In the milling pugilistic gathering 
at Miami Beach I ran across an old- 
time fight fan, trainer and manager 
who had his definite ideas of the top 
spots of pugilism, Here was his 
ranking: Fastest of all with head 
and hands, young Griffo; fastest of all 
with body and feet, Jim Corbett; best 
combination hitter and boxer, Joe 
Gans; best all around fighters, pound 
for pound, Lavigne and Fitzsimmons; 
most aggressive, Terry McGovern and 
Jack Dempsey. 

“When you figure Fitzsimmons win- 
ning the heavyweight championship 
beyond 35 years of age and weighing 
less than 170 you get some idea of 
how good the Cornishman was. In 
my opinion it was the most impres- 
sive performance, all handicaps of age 
and weight considered, in the history 
of the ring.” It’s a tough game, and 
at 38 you can see how far back Tilden 
anc Nurmi and others have slipped 
at less tougher games. The light- 
weights have furnished most of the 
class. What other weights have turn: 
ed out such a parade as Gans, La- 
vigne, Griffo, Nelson, Wolgast, Welsh 
and Leonard? There have been some 
sour spots among the heavyweight 
leaders—several sour spots—the very 
few among the lightweight stars.
